This 
limitation of claim 4 is taught by Rothrock, "said one laser (laser head, Fig. 1) has a supply current with ac (ac supply to tight source 12, 
e.g. from wall outlet) and dc (dc supply to lamp 11) component (column 2, lines 54-57, Fig. 1). 
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
